some of the opera subscribers of the 


privilege of hearing the opening per­ 


formance at the Metropolitan Mon­ 


day, the New York public is begin­ 


ning to learn something from the in­ 
side about the relations of the specu 
lators 
and 
the 
theater. 
A ticket 
agency through which a large num­ 
ber of subscribers annually obtain 
their tickets—the aggregate of their 
purchases is about $15,000.—collected 
money in advance for these tickets 
or for many of them and gave the 
purchasers receipts calling for cet- 
tain seats. 
Then the ticket agency 
hypothecated the tickets with a trust 
company and used some of the money 
to buy theater tickets. 
Being un­ 
able to redeem the opera tickets be­ 
fore the opening of the performance, 
it w?ag powerless to deliver them to 
the subscribers who haid 
paid 
for 
them. 
So the trust company offered 
to sell them to the subscribers over 
again. 
Many subscribers did pay a 
second time for their tickets rather 
than 
m iss 
the 
first 
performance 
while the m atter was being adjust­ 
ed; but at the last minute the ticket 
agency 
made 
an 
arrangement 
by 
wii! h the tickets for the first week 
' • r e delivered to the subscribers and 
'ne whole m atter will he adjusted 
probably before the end of the week 
so that the subscribers will not be 
compelled to pay twice. 


English Method. 
One of the developments of the 
situation was the announcement by 
tile ticket agency that it was com­ 
pelled to pay cash in advance for 
large 
supplies 
of 
theater 
tickets 
which it afterward sold on credit to 
Now Yorkers who were slow pay. 
The plea of the theater m anagers has 
been alw ays that they put tickets 
on sale at the agencies for the bene­ 
fit of strangers in the city w?ho could 
obtain them at the hotels. 
But it has 
been proved that a large proportion 
of these tickets goes to New Yorkers 
w ho have got into the habit of send­ 
ing to the agencies instead of to the 
box offices. 
It also appears that au 
soon as it is indicated plainly that a 
play is to be popular and successful 
the best seats for months ahead are 
turned over to the ticket agencies so 
that the general public has no chance 
to buy them without going to the 
speculators and paying an advanced 
price. 
This is like the arrangement 
which the libraries in London make 
with theaters there. 
The success of 
a London production is often assured 
in advance by the agreem ent of the 
libraries to take a certain number of 
scats. 
In fact, so powerful has this 
factor become that the libraries of 
London exercise a certain censorship 
over the theaters. 
If 
they 
disap­ 
prove of a play, there 
is 
a 
much 
sm aller chance of its success and 
m anagers hesitate to put it on. 
Os­ 
car Hammerstein had an experience 
w ith the library method when he was 
running his London opera house. One 
library agreed to take a certain num­ 
ber of seats for his performances and 
when they proved unsalable refused 
to keep its agreement and he had to 
sue to recover under his contract. 
Many New York men keep regular 
accounts with the ticket agencies. 
They never think of sending to the 
box offices for tickets. 
If they want 
to see a certain play, they telephone 
the agency and tickets are sent to 
them and^charged to their account 
Rich New Yorkers are notoriously 
slow' pay. 
The trades people who do 
business with. millionaires are always 
in trouble over collections. 
So it is 
with the agencies for tickets. 
It is 
claimed by one agency in thi3 city 
that it keeps hundreds of thousands 
of dollars tied up in theater tickets.

Dom the sixth grade up, seem map­ 
ped out with the sole idea of prepar 
ing the pupil for a course 
in col­ 
lege, and later to enter a profession 
Especially is this true of the High 
schools. 
To 
the more than 90 per 
cent that go no higher, who go to 
work as soon as they 
get 
through 
either the graded schools 
or 
even 
the High school, 
much 
that 
they 
have studied can he of no real, prac- 
lical use. 
True, the application necessary to 
make 
the 
grades 
cultivates 
and 
trains the minds of the 
boys 
and 
gills 
and 
brings 
out 
and 
in­ 
creases powers of concentration and 
perception, thus 
preparing them to 
use those powrers in the struggle of 
life. But will not that same cultiva 
tion and brain strength result, if in­ 
stead of some of the subjects now' 
carried, others of every day use are 
substituted? Will not such 
an inno­ 
vation accomplish two things—mind 
cultivation 
plus 
useful 
knowledge, 
instead of 
just 
one—mind cultiva­ 
tion? 
The Sedalia school board long ago 
recognized this fact, and has, as far 
as possible, endeavored to meet the 
demand for this sort of training. The 
results have fully justified the efforts 
put forth, and it is safe to say that 
further steps along this sensible line 
will be taken as funds available per­ 
mit. 
That the rural school hoards also 
are taking up the idea is evidence of 
a general enlightenment on the sub­ 
ject good to fide. 
The entire world 
has 
within the 
last few years awakened to the value 
of useful instruction and now recog­ 
nizes the great possibilities in this 
scrt of school work, not 
only as it 
benefits the Individual 
receiving it, 
but the state as

Instead of turning them out of school

WANTS THE MONEY BILL PASSED 


Desires to Make Farming a More Ef­ 
ficient Business— Sherman Law 
to 
Stand— Primaries 
for 
Presidential Candidates. 


Washington. Der. 2.—The following 
Is President Wilson’s complete mes 
sage delivered to congress today: 
In pursuance of my constitutional 
duty to “give to the congress informa­ 
tion of the state of the Union,” I take 
the liberty of addressing you on sev­ 
eral matters which ought, as it seems 
to me, particularly to engage the at­ 
tention of your honorable bodies, as 
of all who study the welfare of the 
nation. 
I shall ask your indulgence if I ven­ 
ture to depart in some degree from 
the usual custom of setting before you 
In formal review the many matters 
which have engaged the attention and 
called for the action of the several 
departments of the government or 
which look to them for early treat­ 
ment in the future, because the list 
Is long, very long, and would suffer 
in the abbreviation to which I should 
have to subject it. 
I shall submit to 
you fhe reports of the heads of tho 
several departments, in which theso 
subjects are set forth in careful de­ 
tail, and beg that they may receive the 
thoughtful attention of your commit­ 
tees and of all members of the con­ 
gress who may have the leisure to 
study them. Their obvious importance. 
as constituting the very substance of 
the business of the government, makes 
comment and emphasis on my part un­ 
necessary. 
Country Is at Peace. 
The country, I am thankful to say, 
Is at peace with all the world, and 
many happy manifestations multiply 
about us of a growing cordiality and 
sense of community of interest among 
the nations, foreshadowing an age of 
settled peace and good will. More and 
more readily each decade do the na­ 
tions manifest, their wTiilingness to 
bind themselves by solemn treaty to 
the processes of peace, the processes 
of frankness and fair concession. 
So 
far the United States has stood at the 
front of such negotiations. 
She will 
I earnestly hope and confidently be 
lleve, give fresh proof of her sincere 
adherence to the cause of interna 
tional friendship by ratifying the sev 
eral treaties of arbitration awaiting 
renewal by the senate. In addition to 
these, it has been the privilege of the 
department of state to gain the as­ 
sent, in principle, of no less than 31 
nations, 
representing 
four-fifths of 
the population of the world, to the ne 
gotlation of treaties by which it shall 
be agreed that whenever differences 
of Interest or of policy arise which 
cannot be resolved by the ordinary 
processes of diplomacy they shall bo 
publicly analysed, discussed, and re­ 
ported upon by a tribunal chosen by 
the parties before either nation deter 
mines its course of action. 
There is only one possible standard 
by which to determine controversies 
between the United States and other 
nations, and that is compounded of 
these two elements: Our own honor 
and our obligations to the peace of 
the world. 
A test 
so compounded 
ought easily to be made to govern both 
the establishment'bf new treaty obli­ 
gations and the interpretation of those 
already assumed. 


Huerta Must Let Go. 
^ There is but one cloud upon our ho 
'rizon. 
That has shown itself to the 
south of us, and hangs over Mexico. 
There can be no certain prospect of 
peace in America until General Huerta 
has surrendered his usurped authority 
In Mexico; until it is understood or 
all hands, indeed, that such pretended 
governments will not be countenanced 
or dealt with by the government of 
the 
United 
States. 
We 
are 
the 
friends of constitutional government 
in America; we are more 
than 
its 
friends, we are its champions; because 
In ho other way can our neighbors, to 
whom we would wish in every way to 
make proof of our friendship, work 
out their own development in peace 
and liberty. 
Mexico has no govern­ 
ment. 
The attempt to maintain one 
at the City of Mexico 
has 
broken 
down, and a mere military despotism 
has been set up w’hich has hardly more 
than the semblance of national author­ 
ity. 
It originated in the usurpation 
of Victorian© 
Huerta, who, after a 
brief attempt to play the part of con­ 
stitutional president, has st last cast 
aside even the pretense of legal right 
and declared himself dictator. 
As a 
consequence, a condition 
of 
affairs 
bow’ exists in. Mexico which has made 
it doubtful whether even the most 
elementary and 
fundamental 
rights 
either of her own people or of the 
citizens of other countries 
r e s id e n t 
within her territory can long be suc­ 
cessfully 
safeguarded, 
and 
which 
threatens, if long continued, to in1' 
peril the interests of peace, order and 
tolerable life In the lands immedi­ 
ately to the south cf us, Even if the 
usurper had s u c c e e d e d in Ilia purposes, 
la despite pi the constitution of 
the

and whose eventful downfall would 
have left the country in a more de­ 
plorable condition than ever. 
Blit har 
has not suc«^p cd cd. 
He has forf itec 
the respect and the moral support 
even of those who were at one ti nm 
willing to see him succeed. Little bv 
little he has been completely isolated. 
By a little every day his power and 
prestige are crumbling and the col­ 
lapse is not far away. 
We shall not, 
I believe, be obliged to alter our pol­ 
icy of watchful waiting.

then. 
when the end comes, w e shall hope to 
see constitutional order restored in 
distressed Mexico by the concert and 
energy of such of her leaders as pre­ 
fer the liberty of their people to their 
owm ambitions.

system of banking and currency, for 
which the country waits with impati­ 
ence, as for something fundamental 
to its whole business life and neces­ 
sary to set credit free from arbitrary 
and artificial restraints. I need not say 
bow earnestly I hope for its early en­ 
actm ent into law. I take leave to beg 
that the whole energy and attention 
of the senate be Concentrated upon it 
till the m atter is successfully disposed 
of. 
And yet I feel that the request is 
not needed—that the members of that 
great house need no urging in this 
service to the country. 
I present to you, in addition, the 
urgent necessity that special provision 
be made also for facilitating the cred­ 
its needed by the farmers of the coun­ 
try. 
The pending currency bill does 
the farmers a great service. 
It puts 
them upon an equal footing with oth­ 
er business men and m asters of en­ 
terprise, as it should; and upon its 
passage they will find themselves .quit 
of many of the difficulties which now 
hamper them in the field of credit. 
The farmers, of course, 
ask 
and 
should be given no special privilege, 
such as extending to them the credit 
of the government itself. 
W hat they 
need and should obtain is legislation 
which will make tiieir own abundant 
and substantial credit resources avail­ 
able as a foundation for joint, con­ 
certed local action in their own be­ 
half in getting the capital they must 
use. 
It is to this we should now ad­ 
dress ourselves. 
Allowed to Lag. 
It has, singularly enough, come to 
pass that we have allowed the indus­ 
try of our farms to lag behind the 
other activities of the country in its 
development. 
I need not stop to tell 
you how fundamental to the life of 
the Nation is the production of its 
food. 
Our thoughts may ordinarily 
be concentrated upon the cities and 
the hives of Industry, upon the cries 
of the crowded m arket place and the 
clangor of the factory, but It is from 
the quiet interspaces of the open val­ 
leys and the free hillsides that we 
draw the sources of life and of pros­ 
perity, from the farm and the ranch, 
from the forest and the mine. 
W ith­ 
out these every street would be si­ 
lent, every office deserted, every fac­ 
tory fallen into disrepair. 
And yet 
the farmer does not stand upon the 
same footing with the forester and the 
miner in the market of credit. 
He Is 
the servant of the seasons. 
Nature 
determines how long he must wait for 
his crops, and will not be hurried In 
her processes. He may give his note, 
but the season of its maturity depends 
upon the season when bis crop ma­ 
tures, lies at the gates of the market 
where his products are sold. And the 
security he gives is of a character not 
known in the broker’s office or as fa­ 
miliarly as it might be on the counter 
of the banker. 
Efficiency In Farming. 
The agricultural departm ent of the 
government is seeking to assist as 
never before to make farming an effi­ 
cient business, of wide co-operative ef­ 
fort. in quick touch with the markets 
for foodstuffs. 
The farmers and the 
government will henceforth work to­ 
gether as real partners In this field, 
where we now begin to see our way 
very clearly and w’here many intelli­ 
gent plans are already being put Into 
execution. 
The treasury of the Uni­ 
ted States has, by a timely and well- 
considered distribution of its depos­ 
its, facilitated the moving of the crops 
in the present season and prevented 
the scarcity of available funds too oft­ 
en experienced at 
such 
times. 
But 
we must not allow’ ourselves to de­ 
pend upon extraordinary expedients. 
W e must add the means by which the 
farm er may make his credit constant­ 
ly and easily available and command 
when he will the capital by which to 
support and expand his business. We 
lag behind many other great countriee 
of the modern world in attem pting to 
do this. Systems of rural credit have 
been studied and developed on the 
other Fide of the water while we left 
our farmers to shift for themselves In 
the ordinary money 
market, 
You 
have but to look about you in any 
rural district to see the result, the 
handicap and em barrassm ent 
which 
have been put upon those who pro­ 
duce our food. 
Study Rural Credit. 
Conscious of this backwardness aud 
neglect on our part, the congress re­ 
cently authorized the creation bf a ’ 
special commission to study the Tart 
ous system s of rural credit 
which 
have been put into operation in Eur- 
.opp, and this commission is already 
p rep ared to report. 
Its report ought 
to make it easier for us to determine^ 
w hat methods will be best suited to 
our own farmers. 
I hope and believe 
that the committees of the senate and 
house will address themselves to this 
m atter with the most fruitful results, 
and I believe that the studies and re­ 
cently formed plans of the depart 
m ent of agriculture may be made to 
sem e them vem* greatly in their work.

Let Sherman Law Stand. 
T im from the farm to the world of 
business which centers in the city and 
in the factory, and I think 
that all 
thoughtful observers will agree that 
the immediate service we owe 
the 
business communities of the country 
is to prevent private monopoly more 
effectually than it has yet been pre­ 
vented. I think it will be easily agreed 
that we should let the Sherman antl- 
trust law stand, unaltered, as it is, 
with its debatable ground about it, 
but that we should as much as possi­ 
ble reduce the area of that debatable 
ground by further and more explicit 
legislation; and should also supple­ 
ment that great act 
by 
legislation 
which will not only clarify it but also 
facilitate its administration and make 
it fairer to all concerned. 
No doubt 
we shall all wish, and the country will 
expect, this to be the central subject 
of our deliberations during the pres­ 
ent session; but it is a subject sc 
many-sided and so deserving of care­ 
ful and discriminating discussion that 
I shall take the liberty of addressing 
you upon it in a special message at a 
later date than this. 
It is of capital 
importance that the business men of 
this country should be relieved of a1! 
uncertainties of 
law with regard to 
their enterprises and investments and 
a clear path indicated w hich they can 
travel without anxiety. 
It is as im­ 
portant that they should be relieved 
of em barrassm ent and set 
free 
to 
prosper 
as that 
private 
monopoly 
should be destroyed.

I turn to a subject which 
I hope 
can be handled promptly and with­ 
out serious controversy of any kind. 
I mean the method of selecting nomi­ 
nees for the presidency of the United 
States.

that

misinterpret 
the wishes 
or 
the 
expectations 
of 
the 
country 
w’hen 
I 
urge 
the 
prompt 
enactment of legislation which 
will 
provide for primary elections through­ 
out the country at which the voters of 
the several parties may choose their 
lominees for the presidency without 
he intervention of nominating con­ 
ventions. 
I venture the suggestion 
hat this legislation should provide 
for the retention of party conventions, 
but only for the purpose of declaring 
md accepting the verdict of the pri­ 
maries and formulating the platforms 
it the parties; and I suggest that 
hose conventions should consist not 
)f delegates chosen for this single pur 
r>ose, but of the nominees for con­ 
gress. the nominees for vacant seats 
'n the senate of the United States, the 
senators whose terms have not yet 
dosed, 
the 
national 
committees, 
nd the candidates for the presidency 
hemselves, in order that platforms 
nay be framed by those responsible to 
he people for carrying them into ef­ 
fect. 


Independence for Philippines. 
These are all matters of vital do­ 
mestic concern, and besides them, out­ 
side the charmed circle of our own 
national life in w’hich our affections 
command 
us, as wrell 
as our con­ 
sciences, there stand out our obliga­ 
tions toward our territories over sea. 
4ere w’e are 
trustees. 
Porto 
Rico, 
Hawaii, the Philippines, are ours, once 
regarded as mere possessions, are no 
longer to be selfishly exploited; they 
are part of the domain of public con­ 
science and of serviceable and enlight­ 
ened statesmanship. We must admin­ 
ister them for the people who live in 
.hem and with the same sense of r 
sponsibility to them as toward our 
own people in our domestic affairs. No 
doubt we shall successfully enough 
bind Porto Rico and the Hawaiian is­ 
lands to ourselves by ties of justce 
and affection, but the performance of 
our duty toward the Philippines is a 
more difficult and debatable matter. 
We can satisfy the obligations of gen­ 
erous justice toward the 
people of 
Porto Rico by*giving them the ample 
and familiar rights and privileges ac­ 
corded our own citizens in our own 
territory and our obligations tow’ard 
the people of Hawaii by perfecting the 
provisions of self-government already 
granted them, but in the Philippines 
we must go further. 
We must hold 
steadily in view their ultimate inde­ 
pendence, and we must move toward 
the time of that 
independence 
as 
steadily as the way can be cleared and 
the foundations thoughtfully and per­ 
manently laid. 
Teat of Reaponsibility. 
Acting 
under 
the 
authority con­ 
ferred upon the president by congress, 
I have already accorded the people of 
the Islands a majority in both houses 
of their legislative body by appointing 
fire instead of four native citizens to 
the membership of the commission. 
I 
believe that in this 
way 
we 
shall 
make proof of their capacity in coun­ 
sel and their sense of the responsibil­ 
ity in the exercise of political power, 
and that the success of this step will 
be sure to clear our view for the steps 
which are to follow. 
Step by step 
we should extend and perfect the sys­ 
tem of aeif-govemment in the islands, 
making test of them and modifying 
them as experience 
discloses 
their 
successes add their failures; that we 
should more abd more put under the 
•control of the native citizens of the 
archipelago the essential Instruments 
of their life, their local instrumentali­ 
ties of government, their schools, all 
the common Interests of their commu­ 
nities, and so by counsel and expert 
ence set up a government which all 
the world will see to be suitable to a 
people whose aiTairs are under their 
own control. 
At last. I hope and be­ 
lieve, we are beginning to gain the 
coregence of the Filipino peoples. By 
their counsel and experience, rather 
than by our own, we shall learn how 
bust to servo them. End how fpon U

Double Duty Toward Alaska. 
A duty faces us with regard to Alas­ 
ka which seems to me very pressing 
and very imperative; perhaps I should 
say a double duty, for it concerns both 
the political and the material develop­ 
ment of the territory. 
The people of 
Alaska should be given thA full terri­ 
torial form of government, and Alas­ 
ka, as a storehouse, should be un­ 
locked. 
One key to It is a system of 
railways. 
These 
the 
government 
should itself build and adtoibister, and 
the ports and terminals It should itself 
control in the i n t e r e s t ^ all who wish 
to use them for the ^service and de­ 
velopment of the country and its peo­ 
ple. 
But the construction of railways is 
only the first step; is only thrusting 
in the key to 
the 
storehouse and 
throwing back the lock and opening 
the door. How the tempting resources 
of the country are to be exploited is 
another matter, to which I shall take 
the liberty of from lime to time call 
ing your attention, for it is a policy 
which must be worked out by well 
considered 
stages, not upon theory, 
but upon lines of practical expediency. 
It is part of our general problem of 
conservation. 
W e have a freer hand 
in working out the problem in Alaska 
than in the states of the Union; and 
yet the principle and object are the 
same, wherever we touch it. W e must 
use the resources of the country, not 
lock them up. 
There need be no con­ 
flict or jealousy as between state and 
federal authorities, for there can be 
no essential difference of purpose be­ 
tween them. 
The resources in ques­ 
tion must be used. but not destroyed 
or wasted; used, but not monopolized 
upon any narrow idea of individual 
rights as against the abiding interests 
of communities. That a policy can be 
w’orked out by conference and conces­ 
sion which will release these resources 
and 
yet 
not 
jeopard 
or 
dissipate 
them, I for one have no doubt; and it 
can be done on lines of regulation 
which need be no less acceptable to 
the people and governments of the 
states concerned than to the people 
and government of the nation at large. 
whose heritage these resources are. 
We must bend our counsels to this 
end. 
A common purpose ought 
to 
make agreement easy. 
Specially Important. 
Three or four matters of special im­ 
portance and significance I beg that 
you will permit me to mention in clos­ 
ing. 
Our bureau of mines ought to be 
equipped and empowered to render 
even more effectual service than it 
renders now in improving the condi­ 
tions of mine labor and making the 
mines more economically productive 
as well as more safe. 
This Is an all- 
important p a n ^ the work of con 
nervation; and the 
conservation 
o< 
human life and energy lies even^near 
er to our interest than the preserva­ 
tion from waste of our material re 
sources. 
We ow’e It. in mere justice to the 
railway employes of the country, tc 
provide for them a fair and effective 
employers* liability act; and a law 
that we can stand by in this matter 
will be no less to the advantage of 
♦ hose who administer the railroads of 
the country than to the advantage of 
’hose whom they employ. The experi­ 
ence of a large number of the states 
abundantly proves that. 
We ought to devote ourselves ta 
meeting Dressing demands of 
plain 
justice like this as earnestly as tc 
the accomplishment of political anc 
economic 
reforms. 
Social 
justle*- 
comes first. Law Is the machinery foi 
Its realization and Is vital only as It 
expresses and embodies IL 


Safety at Sea. 
An international congress for the 
discussion of all questions that affect 
safety at sea Is now sitting in london 
at the suggestion of our own govern­ 
ment. 
So soon as the conclusions of 
that congress can be learned and con­ 
sidered we ought to address ourselves, 
among other things, to the prompt 
alleviation of the very unsafe, unjust, 
and burdensome conditions which now 
surround the employment of sailors 
and render It extremely difficult to 
obtain the services of spirited and 
competent men such as every ship 
needs if it is to be safely handled 
and brought to port. 
May I not express the very real 
pleasure I have experienced 
in co­ 
operating with this congress and shar­ 
ing with it the labors of common 
service to which it has devoted itself 
so unreservedly during the past seven 
months of uncomplaining concentra­ 
tion upon the business of legislation? 
Surely it is a proper and pertinent 
part of my report on “the state of the 
Union*’ to express my admiration for 
’he diligence, the good temper, and 
the full comprehension of public duty 
which has already been manifested 
by both the houses; and I hope that 
It may not be deemed an impertinent 
Intrusion of myself into the picture if 
! say with how much and how con­ 
stant satisfaction I have availed my­ 
self of the privilege of putting my 
time and energy at their disposal 
alike in counsel and in action.

(A. I. M.) 
Answer.—Our Lord Jesus referred to 
this mark when Ile said. “Be ye 
perfect, even as jo u r Father in heaven 
is perfect.” (Matthew 5:48.) The same 
mark is mentioned by the Apostle 
when he snj’s that God predestinated 
that all who will be of the elect must 
be “conformed to the image of His son.’’ 
(Romans 8:29.) The same mark is men 
tioned again by the Apostle when he 
says, “The righteousness of the Law 
Is fulfilled in us who walk not after 
the flesh but after the spirit.’* 
And 
again he tells us that “Love is the fill 
filling of the Law.” (Romans 8:4:12-10.)

The

ings. 
But the world still judges our 
God by our 
printed 
misrepresenta­ 
tions of Him. 
In heathen lands, the 
missionaries are more blinded, per­ 
haps, 
than 
ministers in the home 
land. The reign of orthodoxy is more 
tightly drawn on them. 
No wonder 
they can make little impression on 
the heathen, who openly declare that 
they could not worship so unjust and 
vicious a God as the missionaries pre­ 
sent—a God who has already sen­ 
tenced their forefathers to everlast­ 
ing torture, because of their igno­ 
rance of Jesus, in whose name alone 
is salvation!

It appears to me, therefore, that to 
whatever 
extent 
any 
intelligent 
Chriftian today gives open or secret 
support to these slanderous, blasphe­ 
mous statements of the creeds he is 
responsible. 
Nor does it seem to be 
sufficient that eitner a Christian or 
a congregation here and there should 
privately disown these doctrines. De­ 
nominational names stand as repre­ 
sentative of the doctrines which led 
to the formation of these denomina­ 
tions. 
Would not the only honorable 
way of rectifying m atters 
now 
he 
either 
£S 
denominations, 
publicly, 
openly and in round terms, to repu­ 
diate the slanders of the Deity; or, 
since this would he tedious work, 
should not each individual Eet him­ 
self straight by as public 
a 
with­ 
drawal from such creeds as was his 
endorsement in joining? 
The latter 
surely is the surest 
and 
quickest 
method of rectifying the difficulty. 
Moreover, it is the right method; for 
the Bible never authorized any one 
to organize various sects and parties. 
The Bible recognizes only the one 
Church of Christ—“The Church of 
the First-borns, written in Heaven.” 
Every one w’ho has accepted Christ 
as his Savior and consecrated his 
life to be a footstep follower of Jesus 
—all such, begotten of the Holy Spir­ 
it, are members 
of 
the 
one 
true 
Church. 
Their .names are written in 
the Lamb’s Book of Life, and they 
have the promise th at they will he 
granted abundant entrance into His 
Kingdom in the First Resurrection 
if they abide faithful. “Be thou faith­ 
ful unto death, and I will give tbee a 
crown of life.”

This is exactly what has happened. 
The Church of Christ has been he,

Good Roads Help the Farmers. 
In 
the 
crop-moving 
season, 
the 
railroads which traverse 
the 
great 
agricultural sections are taxed far be­ 
yond 
their 
equipment. 
For many 
months, while the country roads are 
impassable, much of this equipment 
is idle, and thus the railroads suffer 
a double loss. 
This cannot fail to 
affect dividends of stockholders and 
salaries of employes. 
With an adequate improvement of 
the common roads, the development 


o f agricultural resources would be so 
great as to increase in a marked de­ 
gree the annual tonnage of the rail­ 
roads, while the means of access to 
the railroad stations would be so uni­ 
form throughout tile year that the 
delivery of freight w'ould be reason­ 
ably constant instead of spasmodic, 
rt is not to be wondered, therefore, 
that the industrial 
departments 
o* 
great railway system s are co-operat­ 
ing to the fullest extent with all the 
other factors in bringing about the 
^ra of road building. 
These 
facts 
constitute 
conlusive 
evidence of the immensity of traffic 
on the common roads. They do more; 
they give food for reflection as to 
where the cumulative losses in wrear 
and tear of wagons, 
harness 
and 
teams, due to poor roads, will land us 
on the debit side. 
Nobody can even 
approximately estimate 
this 
drain, 
but everybody must know it is in 
terms of millions.—Logan W. Pope.

About Our Dairy Cows. 
Under the provisions of the dairy 
ordinance enacted by the Sedalia city 
council early in 1912, the owners of 
all 
cows the milk or cream from 
which are sold in this city are re­ 
quired to have such cows tuberculin 
tested and to secure from ^ tlie city 
clerk a permit to sell such milk or 
cream. 
When said ordinance was first en­ 
acted Dr. S. Sheldon, then state vet­ 
erinarian, delegatpj one of his depu­ 
ties to test all dairy cow's in and 
around Sedalia and over 1,000 head 
were so tested. 
But the ordinance 
requires retesting at the expiration 


o f a year, and the time limit ex­ 
pired on all of those cows some time 
igo. 
Dr. D. F. Luckey, successor to Dr. 
Sheldon, kindly consented to repeat 
this work without cost to the cow' 
owners, and Dr. J. K. Wood, one of 
his deputies, has been at, w'ork here 
for some time and has already tested 
a considerable numbr of cow’s. 
As stated above, the ordinance ap­ 
plies to the owrner of every cow from 
which 
any 
milk or cream is sold 
whether such individual 
owns 
but 
one or several animals, 
and 
they 
can’t get their selling permit from 
the city clerk without 
having 
the 
veterinarian’s certificate of test. 
Dr. 
Wood is anxious 
to 
complete 
the 
vvork of testing as soon as pqssible, 
and all persons amenable to the pro­ 
visions of said ordinance w'ho have 
not yet filed their 
application 
for 
fest with the city clerk should do so

And the certificates for 
all such are now on file with City 
Clerk Gold. 
The owners of all such 
dairy cows should call on Clerk Gold 
at once and procure their milk sell­ 
ing permits. 


City Milk Inspector G. E. Rhodes 
has entered upon his duties and will, 
as rapidly as possible, make a com­ 
plete survey of the city’s milk sup­ 
ply, and. of course, will appreciate 
the hearty co-operation of all con­ 
cerned and prompt compliance with 
the provisions of the dairy ordinance.
